Masri denies Murphy sought to revive 
1977 Geneva Declaration on Mideast

AMMAN — The foreign minister. 
Mr. Taher Masri. has denied rep- 
orts that Mr. Richard Muiphy. the 
U.S. assistant secretary of state, 
had been trying to breathe new life 
into the U.S. -Soviet Declaration 
of October 1977 concerning the 
Middle East. 

“The superpower declaration of 
Oct. 1. 1 977 was not raised by Mr. 
Muiphy during his visit to Jordan 
and She area' last week.’* Mr. Masri 
said in an interview with the Jor- 
dan Times and its sister Arabic 
daily Al Ra’i on Sunday. “But 
Jordan still insists on holding an. 
international conference, in which 
all concerned parties in the Arab- 
Israeli conflict, including the Pal- 
estine Liberation Organisation 
(PLO), participate.” Mr. Masri 
said, adding that the international 
conference is the best way to solve 


.the Palestinian problem. 

The Oct. 1. 1977. communique 
called for a “comprehensive’* set- 
tlement to the Arab-lsraeli con- 
flict. “incorporating ail parties 
concerned and questions.'' 

It said the UJS. and- the Soviet 
Union, in Jtheir capacity as co- 
chairmen of the Geneva Peace 
Conference on the Middle East, 
believe that, “within the fra- 
mework of a comprehensive set- 
tlement of the Mideast problem, 
all specific questions of the set- 
tlement should lie resolved, inc- . 
I u ding such key issues as wit- 
hdrawal of Israeli armed forces 
from territories occupied in the 
1967 conflict; the resolution of the. 
Palestinian question, including 
insuring the legitimate rights of 
the Palestinian people; ter- 
mination of the state of war and 
establishment of normal peaceful 
relations on the basis of mutual 
recognition of the principles of

and political independence.” 

The communique also said the 
two superpowers were ready to 
participate in guaranteeing the 
“security of the Iwrders between 
Israel and the neighbouring Arab.

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‘Dhaka Declaration calls for OPEC ‘ready for price war’ 
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DHAKA (Agencies) — Seven 
South Asian leaders issued a 
“Dhaka Declaration” on Sunday 
at the end of their first-ever sum- 
mit, calling for an end to nuclear 
weapons testing and sharply cri- 
ticising falling international eco- 
nomic aid for developing cou- 
ntries. 

“The leaders called upon the 
nuclear weapons states for urgent 
negotiations for a comprehensive 
test ban treaty leading to the com- 
plete cessation of testing, pro- 
duction and deployment of nuc- 
lear weapons,”; the declaration 
• said. 

They also hoped foe Geneva; 
summit last month between U.S. 
President Ronald Reagan and 
Soviet leader Mikhail Gorbachev 
would have a “positive effect on 

They said^temationaF^L- 
andal institutions had shown a 
“diminishing capacity- to res- 
pond effectively to the needs of 
the disadvantaged and poorer 
countries” and condemned “(he

'emational economic system.”'-' 

The leaders, who launched the 
South Asian Association for Reg- 
ional Cooperation (SAARC). 
represent one of the world's poo- 
rest regions with a population of 
about one billion. 

Expressing regret that “foe spi- 
rit of multilateral cooperation has 
begun to falter and weaken.” they 
said they were convinced their 


countries could together “play 
their role in international relations 
and influence decisions which aff- 
ect them.” 

They said economic growth was 
seriously retarded because of' 
“sharply falling commodity prices, 
deterioration in terras of trade, 
intensification of protectionist 
measures (and) a spiralling debt 

burden.” 

The declaration said the leaders 
were conscious that peace and 
security in South Asia were nec- 
essary before they could make the 
optimum use of their human and 
material resources. 

The leaders reaffirmed their 
commitment to the U.N. Charter, 
pledging to settle disputes pea- 
cefully. avoid the use of force and 
not interfere in each other’s int- 
ernal affairs. 

A SAARC charter signed at the. 
end of the summit, held in 
Dhaka’s futuristic national par- 
liament, said foe new regional 
group aimed at contributing to 
mutual trust understanding and 
appreciation of one another’s 
problems. 

It said the leaders, meeting for 
foe first time since British rule 
aided on foe subcontinent in 
1 947, would gather at least once a 
year from now on. 

The declaration also called for 
early convening of an int- 
ernational conference on money, 
and finance for development with 
worldwide participation. 

- lh South Asian leaders said 


they would work together in dis- 
cussions on a new international 
economic order and improvement 
of the world trading system, thr- 
ough the General Agreement on 
Tariffs and Trade. 

They pledged to tackle the inc- 
reasing problems of terrorism that 
threaten South Asian security. 

The seven, forging a loose, non- 
political forum primarily for eco- 
nomic development, made no 
mention of the many bilateral 
problems and rivalries that plague 
their region, involving India and 
most of its neighbours. 

They agreed to pool their res- 
ources in nine fields, including agr- 
iculture and rural development, 
science and techno fogy, health 
and population planning, art and 
culture. i 

In concluding speeches, they 
said foe birth of SAA RC marked a 
turning point, “a new way of thi- 
nking and new era in regional | 
cooperation in foe turbulent sub - 1 
continent.”

GENEVA (AP) —OPEC oil min- 
isters said on Sunday they may he 
willing to let oil prices fall, pertiaps 
below S20 u barrel, if that would 
help them preserve their dwi- 
ndling share of the market. 

No final decision had been 
made but several ministers said a 
consensus was emerging within 
the Organisation of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries (OPEC) for 
a fundamental shift away from try- 
ing to support foe widely flouted 
OPEC price of 528 a barrel. 

“We do intend to preserve our 
share of the market and protea 
it " Saudi Arabian Oil Minister 
Ahmad Zaki Yaraani told rep- 
orters as he entered an evening 
meeting of all 130PECministers. 

The result, some said, could lie a 
global price war next year when a 
seasonal dropoff in oil demand 
would heighten sales competition 
between OPEC members and 


independent producers such as 
Britain. 

The prevailing attitude among 
ministers on Sunday was. “we stop 
here” in trying to hold up prices at 
foe cost of losing customers to 
non-OPEC competitors, said Ind- 
onesian Oil Minister Subroto. 

* 'There is the feel ing that OPEC 
is entitled to have a share of the 
market and not decrease the share 
anymore.” Mr. Subroto told rep- 
orters. Defending that share, he 
said, will mean “price com- 
petition." 

Independent producers have 
succeeded in grabbing business 
from OPEC in recent years bec- 
ause they have allowed their pri- 
ces to move up and down with 
market trends. OPEC, on the 
other hand, has stubbornly sought 
to impose a fixed price. 

Now OPEC may he ready to 
switch its tactics. 


“The idea." said Fernando San- 
tos Alvite. the deputy oil minister 
of Ecuador, “is to say. okay. 
OPECs share of the market is so 
much. We are willing, ready and 
willing, to defend it no matter 
what the cost.” 

Tam David- West, the oil min- 
ister of Nigeria, underscored this 
change in thinking in a written sta- 
tement to reporters in which he 
said Nigeria could not afford to lei 
competitors crab away its bus- 
iness. 

He said he was ready to “meet 
the threat” posed by non-OPEC 
meml>ers Britain and Norway by 
competing with them “barrel by 
barrel and cent by cent.” 

None of the ministers indicated 
he was inviting a price war. But 
many said it may lx: foe only way 
to reverse foe recent trend of dec- 
lining OPEC influence in the oii 
market. 


U.S. base 

ABU DHABI (R) - The United 
A rah Emirates (UAE) on Sunday 
denied Egyptian newspaper rep- 
orts that the Gulf state has an 
American military base on Its tcr- 
ritory. 

The UAE news agency WAM 
quoted a Foreign Ministry official 
as saying the reports were “abs- 
olutely without foundation.” 

The semi-official Cairo daily AI 
Abram and foe weekly Akhha’r Al 
Youm on Saturday published a 
map. attributed to a senior Egy- 
ptian military source, showing 
what they said were U.S. and Sov- 
iet bases in 14 states in the region. 

The WAM report said the UAE 
was non-aligned and “does not 
allow the presence of any bases 
from any foreign country or age- 
ncy on its soil.” 

In another development on 
Sunday. Soviet Ambassador to 
Kuwait Pogos Akapov. first Kre- 
mlin official to visit the United 
Arab Emirates since it established 
frill diplomatic ties with Moscow 
last month, paid a call at the UAE 
Foreign Ministry. 

WAM said he briefed Foreign 
Affairs Director Ya'qub Al Kindi 
on last month's summit Ire tween 
President Ronald Reagan and 
Soviet leader Mikhail Gorbachev.

BAGHDAD (Agencies) — Hie Cypriot supertanker 
Polys emerged Sunday in the Golf waters with a 
gaping hole in its bow section, hours after Iraq ann- 
ounced its warplanes fired rockets at a “large mar- 
itime target,” near the Iranian coast, marine sal- 
vage executives in Bahrain and Dubai reported. 


The 23y,604-ton Polys had 
taken on a full load of Iranian 
crude oil from the terminal at 
Kharg Island in the north eastern 
part of the Gulf waterway and was 
not far from the vital Iranian fac- 
ility when attacked Saturday 
night, the executives said. 

According to these executives, 
the Iraqi-fired missile struck the 
front part of the tanker above the 
waterline but did not cause serious 
damage. 

“The missile must have gone 
right through the bow as there was 
no fire reported by the captain." 
said a Bahrain-based executive 
who refused to be identified. “The 
captain only reported a hole above 
the waterline in the bow section." 

The vessel was able to continue 
sailing in a southward direction 
and would probably be directed by 
Iranian patrol boats to an Iranian 


port for repairs since it was car- 
rying an Iranian oil cargo load, 
according to the shipping sources. 

None of the 34-member crew, 
which included five Greek off- 
icers. suffered any injuries in the 
attack, the executives said. 

Iraq reported its warplanes hit 
another “large naval target" in the 
Gulf near the Iranian coast 
A military spokesman said the 
aircraft returned safely to base 
after scoring an “accurate and eff- 
ective hit" at 9.145 ‘p.m. (1845 
GMT) Saturday night 
He gave no other details and 
regional shipping sources had no 
immediate report of any shipping 
in trouble. 

More than 160 oO tankers and 
merchant ships have been con- 
firmed hit in the waterway by Iraq 
and Iran since March last year in 
the so-called tanker war. an ext- 


ension of their five-year old gro- 
und conflict. 

Meanwhile. Iranian Foreign 
Minister AH Akbar Velayati says 
his country’s government and 
people believe that their war with 
Iraq must continue until Iranian 
forces are victorious, Iran’s off- 
icial Islamic Republic News Age- 
ncy (IRNA) said Sunday. 

IRNA. monitored in Nicosia. 
Cyprus said Mr. Velayati made 
the statement Saturday during 
meetings in Riyadh with Saudi 
Arabian Foreign Minister Prince 
Saud AI Faisal. 

The comment appeared to spoil 
any hope for a new Saudi effort to 
mediate an end to the five- 
year-old Iran-Iraq war. Arab dip- 
lomats. who asked not to be 
named, had said Saturday that it 
was possible Mr. Velayatf s visit to 
Riyadh could lead to such an eff- 
ort. 

Arab organisations and nations, 
including Saudi Arabia, have 
made repeated attempts to bring 
about an end to the Gulf conflict. 
But Iran has always insisted the 
war could not end while the Iraqi 
government remained in power. 


U.S. accused of firing at Libyan planes 


ABIDJAN (Agencies) — Libyan 
leader Muammar ,’adhafi was 
quoted Sunday as saying that Uni- 
ted States fighter jets fired at a 
Libyan plane on a routine rec- 
onnaissance flight over the Med- 
iterranean just before his current 
West African tour. 

Accra Radio, monitored in 
Abidjan, quoted Col. .'adhafi as 
telling reporters on arrival in 
Ghapa Saturday for a three-day 
visit that Libya's air force would 
“do its best (o protect the cou- 
ntry’s territorial integrity." 

. “Libya will never be frightened 
by the repeated acts of aggression 
by the United States." Col. .'ad- 
hafi said. 

He flew into Ghana from Mali 
on the third stage of a tour which 
began in Senegal last Monday and 


which has centred on ways of end- 
ing Chad's dvfl war. 

The radio reported him as rep- 
eating Libya's readiness to con- 
tribute to a peace-keeping force in 
Chad — in idea which Chadian 
President Hissene Habre has rej- 
ected. 

He condemned France. Chad's 
former colonial ruler, for “trying 
to partition Chad into two states." 
He said the Chadian problem was 
an entirely African issue and any 
foreign intervention would hinder 
a solution to its 20-year-old civil 
war. 

The official Libyan News Age- 
ncy (JANA) Saturday charged 
that the United States was dep- 
loying naval and air forces off the 
coasts of Libya and the Greek Isl- 


and of Crete. 

The agency claimed that five 
U.S. aircraft have been con- 
ducting reconnaissance missions 
of Libya's coast. 

The reported deployment. 
JANA further said, was part of a 
U.S .-Israeli- Egyptian plan to 
“wage war against the Libyan 
Arab people." 

• Libya has s.aid that Egypt pla- 
nned a military attack on its Wes- 
tern neighbour and rival. Egypt 
stepped up its troops along the 
border immediately following the 
bloody hijacking of an Egyptair 
jetliner to Malta two weeks ago. 
charging that Libya was behind 
the incident. 

Egypt has denied, however, that 
it intended to attack Libya. 


Sudanese troops reportedly kill 400 rebels 


KHARTOUM (AP) - At least 
400 rebels were killed when they 
dhshed with government troops in 
Ate BUle Nile’ province-south east 
■ Khartburn last Thursday.' daily 
• i'Af Sahafa newspaper reported 
Sunday. 

The paper said six army ser- 
vicemen were killed in the battle 
and four wounded. 

The state-owned paper had 
reported Saturday that almost 
50,000 civilians had fled the area, 
near foe border with Ethiopia, in 
anticipation of imminent dashes 
lie tween government and rebel 
troops. It said 10.000 rebels rec- 
ently attacked Sali. a village south 
of Kurrauk. 

Reporting from Kurmuk. a 
town on foe Ethiopian torder 370 
miles (529 kilometres) south east 
of Khartoum, foe paper said foe 
army was in full control of foe sit- 
uation. hut did not elaborate. 

It said all schools south of Kur- 
muk were closed and that contacts 
were underway to absorb them in 
towns north of foe fighting area. 

A I .Sahafa Saturday quoted 


Gen. Abdul-Rahman Swa- 
reddahab. head of the ruling Tra- 
nsitional .Military Council, as say- 
ing Cot. lohri Garang. leader of 
the rtsbef '.Sudan People’s Lib- 
eration Army (SPLA). planned to 
step up military operations. 

Cbl. Garang’ s movement have 
been fighting since 1 983 for sou- 
thern autonomy and political and 
economic development. 

A broadcast from foe rebel 
Sudan People’s Liberation’ 
Army’s clandestine radio station, 
based in Ethiopia, confirmed Fri- 
day that SPLA forces had moved 
into the area hut said they would 
fight only if attacked. 

The government declared 
Kurmuk an “area of operations” 
when it evacuated civilians last 
week after nearby villages.

Cypriots vote for new parliament 


NICOSIA (Agencies) — Cyprus 
President Spyros Kyprianou voted 
early in parliamentary elections 
Sunday and forecast increased 
' backing for his party in the divided 
island's new. enlarged House of 
Representatives. 

“I expect a considerable rise in 
support." 'Mr. Kyprianou said. 

His political opponents forced • 
the early election after a row over 
his handling of talks to try to end 
the split in Cyprus between 
Greek-; and Turkish-Cypriot 
communities. 

Voting is compulsory for foe 
346.500 registered electors and 
- large groups turned out in brilliant 
sunshine to watch leaders of foe 
four main parties cast their ballots. 

Rightwing Rally leader. Glafcos 
Derides, predicted be would win 
36 per cent support. Mr. Kyp- 
rianou’s Democratic Party bet- 
ween 21-24 per cent support, the 
Communist Akel 32-33. and the 
'Socialist Edek 8-10 per cent. 

Communist Akel leader Ezfitias 
Papaionnou. casting his vote, said: 
“The election will prove -Akel is 
the first party." 

The hard-fought election cam- 
paign focussed on the issue of who 
should decide the future of the 
Mediterranean island, split since 


Turkey invaded and occupied its 
northern third in 1974 after a coup 
engineered by foe junta that then 
ruled Gteece:. 

Left and right-wing opposition 
parties forced the election a year 
early after a row over President 
Kyprianou’s handling of United 
Natiohs-sponsored talks in Jan- 
uary when attempts to set up a 
federal state with Turkish Cyp- 
riots failed. 

Mr- Kyprianou. who is an exe- 
cutive president. ■ rejects opp- 
osition c fahns a new president 
could reach a .compromise accord 
and has resisted demands for his 
resignation, saying he plans to 
serve out his five-year term that 
runs to 1988. 

The 226 candidates from four 
main political groups are com- 
peting for 56 seats for a five-year 
term in foe House of Rep- 
resentatives. which previously had 
only 35 seats. 

A further 24 seats are reserved 
four Turkish Cypriots, who wit- 
hdrew from the bouse in 1963 and 
have set up a breakaway state in 
northern Cyprus recognised only 
by Turkey. 

In the old house, elected in 
1981. Akel had 12 seats. Rally 1 1 . 


the Democrats nine and. Edek 
three. 

Although Akel and Rally, who 
had 23 seats between them, have 
campaigned separately, they are 
seeking a two-thirds majority in 
the new" house saying this would 
enable them to force early pre- 
sidential elections. 

, Greek Cypriot politicians have 
welcomed a tough stand by Gre- 
ece on foe withdrawal of Turkish 
troops from foe island. Greek 
Prime Minister Andreas Pap- 
andreou has urged Greek Cyp- 
riots not to compromise over the 
withdrawal of Turkish troops. 

The leader of the small Socialist 

Party. Vassos Lyssarides. noted 
after voting that an. opinion poll 
two weeks ago showed a 20 per 
cent undecided vote, making any 
prediction “difficult." 

That poll, foe Middle East Res- 
earch and Marketing Bureau, was 
the only one taken. It showed the 
Rally Party .receiving 30 per cent 
of foe votes. Akel 29 per cent. 
Dflco 24 per cent, foe Socialists 1 1 
per cent, and foe two independent 
candidates 5 per cent. 

A total of 346.000 Greek Cyp- 
riots are eligible to elect foe 56- 
member parliament.

Spain has assured Rabat there 
will not be any mass expulsions of 
Monocans and that the new law 
will be applied “with generosity.” 
the sources said. 

Tension over the law has par- 
ticularly affected Mel ilia, where 

54.000 Spaniards and 31.000. 
Muslims live. Only 7.000 of foe 

75.000 inhabitants of Ceuta.- 
which is less dependent on trade 
with Morocco, are Muslim.

Traffic chaos keeps west Beirut at near standstill

BEIRUT — A teenager moves 
out of a shadowy sidestreet- ou a 
quiet evening in west Beirut, flags 
down a passing car and thrusts an 
anti-tank grenade launcher thr- 
ough the window- 
. A muttered threat and seconds 
later foe cair, a Western embassy 
vehicle, drives off as its owners 
stand helpless on fire pavement 
Car theft at gunpoint is a routine 
risk if you drive in Beirut 

At a traffic jam. two men dimb 
into a car and put a pistol to the 
driver's head. He swings the veh- 
icle out of the traffic, rains it into a 
wall and as foe crowds gather 
makes his escape. 

Beirut’s trigger-happy ways 
make driving in the city a nerve- 
racking obstacle course of mil- 
itiamen. kidnappings, gunba tries, 
roadblocks — and spectacular dri- 
ving habits. 

“Ilfs a punishment to drive in 
Beirut You never knowwhere the 
risk is coming from," said a Leb- 
anese journalist one of thousands 
of car owners to have given' up 
driving. 

“If s chaos plus traffic jams. I 
feel Tm jumping out of my skin, so 
I prefer to be driven instead." 


The city comes to a standstill 
whenever militia fighting erupts. 
Panicking pedestrians risk being 
run over as cars speed to safety 
with horns blaring. 

Even in tunes of relative quiet 
the effects of 1 0 years of civil war 
keep some neighbourhoods vir- 
tually paralysed. 

Some streets , are blocked by 
^earthworks, .checkpoints, barbed 
' *wjre ■ — even tanks — and dozens : 
"’ate lined wjfiimetal posts. drains 
and earth-filled oil dump to stop 
would-be. car bombers. 

In maml y Muslim west Bemit. 
stalking ground for half a dozen 
militias, traffic lights stopped bli- 
nking years ago. 

Public transport is another cas- 
ualty. Dozens of buses used as 
barricades Ke rusting on foe 
“Green Line” ‘front, although in 
Christian east Beirut the dom- 
inant militia runs a skeleton ser- 
' vice in some areas. ■ 

West Beirut traffic police can 
only watch when car-borne gun- 
. men fire maduneguns skywards to 
dear their path. 

“Whenever I see these crazy 
people coming. I tell my pupil to 
pull over and watch how not to 
behave," said Samir, a driving ins- 
tructor who declares war has put 
him out of a job. 

“If a beautiful gjri comes for les- 
sons, some of us will not accept her 


for fear she might be kidnapped. 
And if we do take her, she must 
remove her jewellery because of 
foe thieves.” 

Normal rules of foe road are 
ignored, possibly because young 
drivers are unaware they exist. . 
- Driving licences can be bought for 
700 Lebanese pounds ($40) on 
the black market and boys can 
drive trucks with impurity. ' 4 ' 
Bvhfightmg remains the biggest 
: risk oif the road. 

/ Gerard, a businessman, almost 
lost his life when he accidentally 
drove straight into a maefamegun 
battle between Drnze and Shrite 
Muslim militiamen. 

“I turned foe corner and saw 
these little blue flickering lights at 
foe end of foe street I thought — 
My God. are they shooting at me? 
Ureal heard bullets smaefing into 
the road by foe car. I just leapt out 
and I tell you I never ran so fast." 

Car thefts are part of a west Bei- 
rut crime wave aggravated by fire 
collapse of the Lebanese pound- 
earlier this year. 

“Getting your car stolen is as 
common as catching a cold.” said 
Nora, a typist who vainly offered. 
5.000 pounds ($285) for the rec- 
overy of her car to foe militiamen 
she suspected erf stealing jt 
Another theft victim who dis- 
covered the criminals’ identity 
only recovered his car after paying , 


them the purchase price. Days 
later they made him sell it hack for 
a fraction of its worth —or have it* 
stolen again. 

The thefts have forced many aff- 
luent Beirutis to store away their 
Mercedes and use only ha tiered 
second-hand models. 

In foe evening, west Beirut res- 
embles a ghost town as civilians 
leAsie foe streets to foe militias and 
-fire. foolhardy. ■ - 

Police, who decline to disocus 
other aspects of traffic, dte die 
drop in night traffic as foe major 
reason for a 70 per cent fall in 
Lebanon’s road accident rate dur- 
ing the dvfl war.. 

Police figures showihat in 1 974 
there were 4.508 accidents and ■- 
443 road deaths in Lebanon.

CAEU ends session with call for greater 
economic aid to W. Bank, Gaza Strip

AMMAN — TheCouncD of Arab 
Economic Unity (CAEU) con- 
cluded its meetings Sunday with, 
an appeal for Arab member-states 
to further support fee Arab pop- 
ulation in the Israeli occupied ter- 
ritories by opening their markets 
to products from the West Bank 
and Gaza Strip while taking into 
consideration decisions relevant 
to the Arab boycot of Israeli pro- 
ducts. 

■ Winding up their two-day inee-. 
tings, the CAEU also ratified the 
forthcoming 1986-1990 working 
plan .and $2.1 73.834 budget for 
1 986. The meeting also endorsed 
the continuity of the councils 
1 985 plans and programmes. 

Another resolution adopted by 
the council was to assign experts 
from member-states to draw up 
inter-Arab working papers on 
each country's planning exp- 
erience as well as its future out- 


look with the aim to arrive at 
pan-Arab coordination and int- 
egration in all fields. The 44th ses- 
sion. which was chaired by Syrian 
Minister of Economy and Ext- 
ernal Trade Mohammad Al 
Imadi. recommended fee est- 
ablishment of a follow up com- 
mittee to tabulate data and inf- 
ormation and to arrange doc- 
uments for fee implementation 
process. 

A key resolution of the meeting 
called on the general secretariat to 
initiate a study on areas of coo- 
peration in order to start common 
Arab ventures. The study will be 
within the preparations for the 
meetings of Arab Ministers of 
Planning. 

The council referred a survey on 
industrial systems and legislation 
of member countries to the Arab 
Organisation for Industrial Dev- 
elopment (AOID) and member- 
governments. The need to mai- 
ntain coordination with the AOID 
in all interests of mutual concern 


was also highlighted and another 
decision called for the con- 
tinuation of efforts prepare a cha- 
rter for Arab agricultural int- 
egration. 

Tie council endorsed the con- 
cept of setting up of an Arab 
common market in accordance 
wife recommendations issued 
previously and to expedite steps of 
the integrated programme in 
order to promote inter- Arab trade 
exchange to be put into effect in 
the near future. 

Participants stressed the need to 
adopt a unified Arab economic 
policy in order to protea Arab 
products from competition with 
those from foreign countries. 

Following the meetings, par- 
ticipants sent cables of app- 
reciation to His Majesty King 
Hussein and Prime Minister Zaid 
Rifai. 

The next ministerial gathering is 
due to take place here in June next 
year to review the achievements of 
fee council. 


Ministry to establish national centre 
for standardisation, metrology

ached to various ministries, the 
ministry’s under secretary. Mr. 
Mohammad Al Saqqaf. said rec- 
ently. 

According to Mr. Saqqaf. fee 
centre will be responsible for set- 
ting all Jordanian. A rah and int- 
ernational standards and spe- 
cifications for food, health, agr- 
iculture. public works and other 
areas. These set standards will 
later be implemented and exe- 
cuted By fee concerned ministries 
and at the same time fee centre 
will be fee referee in case any sta- 
ndardisation problem arises. 

The ministry thought- that fee 
establishment of such a centre 
would minimise financial exp- 
enditure and would also unify fee 
various ministries’ specifications 
and standards and bring all fee 
required staff together under one 
central department.” Mr. Saqqaf 
pointed out. The Department of 
Standardisation and Metrology 
was first set up in 1 972 to function 
under the umbrella of the Ministry 
of Trade and Industry and to be a 
source for setting all trade and 
import specifications. 

The under secretary said that 
fee many and various standards 
and specifications drawn up by 
each concerned ministry were due 
to the rapid socio-economic dev- 
elopment but added that there is 
now’a need to establish a centre to 
be entrusted wife unifying all 
these different specifications. 

In a lecture last month. Minister 
of Trade- and Industry Rajai A I 
Muasher emphasised that- fee 
government is well aware of tb< 
need to establish such a centre 
which, he said, will focus on coo- 
rdinating between local, Arab and 
international standards and spe- 
cifications. He also said that fee 
centre will carry out precise tests 
on each local industry as well as 
outlining product specifications. 

Mr. Saqqaf added that the pro- 
jected centre will also help m set- 
ting up standards and spe- 
cifications for all local industries, 
feat it will help upgrade the sta- 
ndard of Jordanian industries and 
will also- facilitate fee export pro-’ 
cess. 

■ 425 standards 

Tie Ministry of Trade and Ind- 
ustry has currently 425 standards 
and specifications governing the 
Kingdom's various imports, plus 
the specifications of Jordanian 
goods. These 425 specifications, 
apart from the other standards set 
by various ministries, have pro- 
mpted us to set up a unified nat- 
ional centre for specifications, 
standards and metrology, the 
under secretary stressed. 

Referring to a recent report car- 
ried EQ.’fee local Arabic dailies cm 


Explaining about fee Jordanian 
specifications he said feat they are 
usually fixed by the department in 
cases where the local product has 
no equal Arab or international 
specification. “Special regulations 
are set to govern the amount of 
ingredients in each produa. its 
standard weight and other spe- 
cifications.” he continued. 

An Arab specification is drawn 
up for a produa which is not of 
foreign origin, such as Turkish cof- 


banned. closed down or referred 
to the military courts. 

Mr. Saqqaf also said that the 
government is currently studying 
fee possibility of implementing a 
new law for industry which will 
consider reorganising- local ind- 
ustries also sqtjules and 

regulations for operating and pro- 
tecting new industries. Many ind- 
ustrialists believe feat the current 
law governing the establishment 
of new industries has failed to org- 
anise and protea industries since 
it grants licences randomly and 
because it does not limit the num- 
ber of each industry needed to ful- 
fil ’. the local market's needs. How- 
ever. Mr. Saqqaf. expressed hope 
feat fee law will soon be modified 
to suit the market and to organise 
industries in relation to the dem- 


fee. For example. Turkish oof fee . and for products.

medium, normal or burnt roast. 
These three types of coffee have 
been an Arab specification, for cof- 
fee roasting. 

Eventually, all Arab, int- 
ernational or Jordanian spe- 
cifications depend on certain 
known factors of ingredients and 
weight. Mr. Saqqaf stressed that 
all imported goods should at least 
conform to either fee Jordanian. 
Arab or international standards 
and specifications. 

Supply violations 

Mentioning the trade and sup- 
ply violations and their respective 
penalties as stated in the i 972 law 
for standardisation and met- 
rology. he said that export vio- 
lations are dealt wife by re- 
exporting fee goods. As far as vio- 
lations carried out by local ind- 
ustries. the firm is either fined.

The meeting was attended by 
Minister of Industry and Trade’

ullah. 

Joint committee meets 

Earlier Sunday, the joint com- 
mittee held a round of meetings in 
which members discussed trade- 
related issues and ways to pro- 
mote bilateral economic coo- 
peration. The two sides discussed 
the subject of exempting national 
products from customs duties 
when exported to the other cou- 
ntry. topics connected wife land 
and sea transport, organising 
trade exhibitions and establishing 
trade centres in each other's cap- - 
ital to promote the sale of national 
products. The committee also rev- 
iewed launching joint agricultural 
projects, especially in drip irr- 
igation. employing Jordan's wide 
experience in this field and dis- 
patching Jordanian agricultural 
specialists to work in North 
Yemen. 

At the meeting, the Jordanian 
side requested feat further fac- 
ilities he offered in the field of 
trade, and that Jordanian lorries 
loaded with national products be 


allowed to enter North Yemen. 
The Yemeni side promised to 
study this proposal. 

Both sides agreed on signing an 
agreement for organising fee set- 
tlement of trade payments thr- 
ough fee central banks of both 
countries and for studying joint 
industrial projects. They discussed 
agricultural development sch- 
emes. including the processing of 
fodder, and the exchange of exp- 
ertise in agriculture and enc- 
ouraging private sectors in both 
countries to invest in either cou- 
ntry's projects. The agreement 
would also lay the groundwork for 
the establishment of a joint land 
transport company. 

The Jor danian side to the mee- 
ting was led by Minister of Ind- 
ustry and Trade Rajai Muahser 
and the Yemeni side was headed 
by Minister of Economy and Ind- 
ustry Ahmad aid Barakat. 

Nsour outlines 5-year plan to 
delegation 

Also Sunday, the North Yemeni 
delegation held talks with Min- 
ister of Planning Abdullah Nsour 
and discussed cooperation in pla- 
nning development projects. Dr. 
Nsour briefed the Yemeni del- 
egation on Jordan’s experience 
and also outlined projects inc- 
luded in fee coming five-year nat- 
ional development plan. This 
plan, he said, envisages fee emp- 
loyment of local manpower, cre- 
ating job opportunities, saving 
foreign currency reserves, and 
also aims to focus attention on 
less-developed regions with the 
purpose of making a more equal 


distribution of development gains 
and profits. Dr. Nsour explained. 

The minister expressed Jbx- 
* dan’s readiness to launch technical 
cooperation schemes wife Nprth 
Yemen, especially in training and 
the supply of expertise within, a 
framework of a technical agr- 
eement signed earlier between 
Jordan and fee Islamic Dev- 
elopment Bank. 

The Yemeni minister of eco- 
nomy spoke at fee meeting, calling 
for increasing fee volume of trade 
between the two countries and 
expressing his country's desire to 
develop tie* of technical, eco- 
nomic and trade relations wife 
Jordan and benefiting from fee 
Kingdom's experience in pla- 
nning. industry, education and’ 
agriculture. 

Cooperation in health 

The Yemeni delegation also 
met with Health Minister -daid 
Hamzeh and explored prospects 
of expanding bilateral coo- 
peration in health- related affairs. 

The delegation discussed in par- 
ticular expanding a J982 health 
cooperation agreement and dis- 
patching Jordanian specialists and 
physicians to work for one year at 
fee hospitals in Yemen. 

Both sides agreed on the need 
to set up a joint committee to fol- 
low up an executive programme 
for cooperation in health affairs. 

On his part. Dr. Hamzeh voiced 
his ministry's readiness to renew 
and to expand the health agr- 
eement in further manifestation of 
close cooperation among Arab 
countries. Jordan and North 
Yemen signed an agreement in 
1 984 on joint cooperation in hea- 
lth. economic and technical fields. 

The Ministry of Industry and 
Trade has prepared a programme 
to enable members of fee Yemeni 
delegation to hold a meeting wife 
representatives of fee private sec- 
tor in Jordan and to examine fee 
country's economic dev- 
elopments. 


Greengrocers 
instructed to 
display prices 
of all goods 

AMMAN (Petra) —The Ministry 
of Supply has asked merchants 
and grocers to fix prices for all 
commodities on sale in their stores 
and wan red that violators of the 
ministry’s regulations will be pro- 
secuted. 

A ministry spokesman said that 
the recent cabinet decision to 
scrap a pricing system for fruits 
and vegetables covers only 
locally-grown produce and that 
the prices will remain fixed for 
imported crops. The spokesman 
added that lists of prices for such 
commodities will be issued by fee 
ministry on a regular basis and will 
appear in the local daily new- 
spapers and therefore must be fol- 
lowed by greengrocers. The min- 
istry has already entrusted teams 
to make inspection tours of var- 
ious areas to ensure that these 
regulations are respected, the 
spokesman continued. 

He said that it is up to fee mer- 
chants and the greengrocers the- 
mselves to fix suitable prices for 
their locally-produced crops, pro- 
vided that they display the prices 
m their stores.

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Economic failures reviewed 


KEYNOTE speeches delivered at tbe Council of Arab Economic Onlty 
(CAEU) meeting in Amman on Saturday Mghiightgrf numerous eco- 
nomic issues faced by Arab countries, largely due to flaws in ecooomic 
pl anning . Delegates from rich nil-prodncing nations, along with those 
from poor Arab states , listened to the problems that have rendered the 
Arab Nation's economy weak despite tbe imge resources and tine cures 
rttnt could brmg about economic recovery. 

Both the CAEU secretary general and the Syrian minister of eco- 
nomy, poin ting to failures by Arab countries to benefit more mea- 
ningfully from the boom the Arabs enjoyed in the 1970s, put forth 
measures that could remedy the situation. 

A wide spectrum of issues, ranging from the impacts of the fall of 
revenues due to the drop in oil production and juices to ways of 
helping the Maghreb countries overcome a problem of marketing 
their crops hi Europe after Spain and Portugal join the European 
Community and means to revitalise poor Arab countries' economies 
and that of the Arab inhabitants of the occupied terrhories were 
discussed at tbe meeting, Tbe speeches during Ac debate underlined 
the need far Arabs to introduce measures for promoting self-refiance 
and inter-Arab economic cooperation through the Arab Common 
Market and specialised Arab League agencies. Among obstacles imp- 
eding economic progress, delegates said, woe the continued civil war 
m Lebanon, tbe Golf war add failure of certain Arab states to booour 
tfaeir commitments. 

Tbe meeting seemed unanimous in accepting these points and on tbe 
need to plan a jofat strategy to guarantee a stronger Arab economy. 
But where to begin and what to tackle first remain the most pressing 
questions at the moment. 

As the world witnesses a continued tendency a mong small nations to 
join forces and forge ecooomic groupings, extending help to one- 
another in tones of need and difficulty, inter-Arab cooperation was 
regrettably allowed to recede ova* the past years. Not that Arab 
economists have failed m their endeavours or are nmrilling to coo- 
perate, hut their efforts are bemg constantly hindered due to lade of 
political decisions to back then* endeavours and the mistrust and 
di-confidence among Arab leaders. 

The keynote speeches at Saturday's session called for separating 
political issues from economic matters for salvaging the Arab eco- 
nomy. It is a good sign to see delegates from countries mto politically 
opposing views agreeing on such basic issues and on ways of handling 
toon. 

But perhaps it would be a better polky'fbr all of them to try to 
implement a series of economic measures which their leaders had 
agreed on at the Amman Arab summit m 1980 where all were una- 
nimous on joint Arab action to faifB the nation’s aspirations. 

Indeed, the delegates meetmg in Amman now have a good opp- 
ortunity to hdp steer the nation safely through a turbulent world 
economy reelmg from recession and its damaghig effects.

Al Ra’i: When will the U.S. wake up? 


THERE is no doubt that the United States beats a major res- 


ponsibility for the deteriorating situation in the Middle East, largely 


due to the unlimited U.S. support for Israel* s intransigence. 
Secretary of State George Shultz on Friday spoke of other reasons 
which he said are impeding a settlement in the region. He said that 
what is blocking the path of peace is problems over Palestinian 
representation in peace talks and also the difficulty of finding a 
suitable international formula to superrise the establishment of 
peace. The facts that Shultz ignored and avoided are clear to all. even 
to the United States and Israel. It is due to Washington’s insistence 
on ignoring the rights of the Palestinian people and. together with 
Israel, rejecting the idea of an international conference that is really 
obstructing the achievement of peace. 

One can only wonder what makes the United States so adamant in 
its wrong stands and why should it impose its tutelage on the int- 
ernational community and continue to deny the legitimate rights of 


the Palestinian people.

AFTER a period of relative quiet 
in the Occupied Territories the 
situation there has again flared up. 
and become a central issue in Isr- 
aeli politics. Major and minor att- 
acks on Israelis in the territories 
are now common. On the other 
hand, there have been no mote 
murderous attacks on Israeli civ- 
ilians inside Israel, such as die one 
that sparked racist riots in the 
town of Affuleh. The government 
response, in which Defence Min- 
ister Itzkhak Rabin has played a 
major role, has been a blatant tou- 
ghening of repressive measures 
against the Palestinian population 
as a whole. 

A dminis trative detentions wit- 
hout trial and deportations, whose 
use was. ironically, suspended by 
the Begin government have been 
in record use. A large number of 
paratroopers and border guards 
nave been moved into die Occ- 
upied Territories and instructed to 
carry out constant searches, to 
harass and to shoot at anyone eng- 
aged in “suspicious activity.” Sev- 
eral Palestinians were killed or 
wounded while frying to escape 
soldiers, and several reports on 
(he mistreatment of Palestinians 
have come out in the Israeli pap- 
ers. 

These measures, all proposed 
by Labour ministers, are warmly 
adopted by Likud ministers. Thus 
the “national unity government” 
gives areal demonstration of unity 
on this count Yet some Likud 
proposals continue to be blocked 
by liberals — for instance, the int- 
roduction of the death penalty for 
“Arab terrorists”' and denying 
deported Palestinians the right to 
appeal to the Israeli Supreme 
Court- 

While introducing tougher 
measures against the Pales tinian 
population. Rabin has con- 
sistently refused to accede to the 
demands of Gush Emunim set- 
tlers. This came as an unpleasant 
surprise to the settlers, acc- 
ustomed to getting anything they 
wanted from all governments, 
both Labour and Likud, including 
the government that was headed 
by Rabin himself. Gush Emunim's 
most immediate objective is to 
take over the Casbah (mar- 
ketplace) in the ancient quarter of 
Hebron. This move would bring 
about unity among the settlers, 
now warring in Hebron among 
themselves , while, tearing out the 
commercial heart of Arab Heb- 
ron. So far Rabin has shown no 
signs of giving in to the settlers' 
efforts to gain the Casbah. 

Several right-wing Knesset 
members who tried to use their 
parliamentary immunity to est- 
ablish a "settlement” inside the 
Casbah were evicted by the army. 

In general September was not a 
successful one for Gush Emunim. 
Vigilante bands formed by it to 
patrol Arab towns and ‘‘keep 
order” met with strong con- 
demnation. from the public and 
from known Gush Emunim sup-^ 
porters, and had to be disbanded 
after less than a week. 

The cause of West Bank set- 
tlement suffered another setback 
with the ongoing political inv- 
estigations into Israeli and West 
Bank Arab land speculators, the 
most notable of whom is Ahmed 
Uda. an Arab who became a mil- 
lionaire by selling West Bank land 
■to Israeli settlers. For many years 
there have been rumours about 
the way Arab lands are "bought” 
by Israeli settlers, but police inv- 
estigations on this were stopped 
during the Likud government's 
tenure. 

Now Police Minister Haim 
Bar-Lev has removed those obs- 
tacles. In the Tel Aviv court, the 
story is unfolding of landowners 
being forced to sell through brute 
force and murder threats, as well 
as other lands “sold” through false 
signatures affixed to the sale deed. 
The Likud ministers are furious 
and Foreign Minister Yitzhak 
Shamir, in a public speech, called 
for “hands off the land liberators” 
— that is. those who “liberate” 
land from its Arab owners. . 

Two big questions remain open. 
Will the police be able and willing 
to carry out an investigation even 
when senior political figures, such 
as Likud Knesset member and 


former deputy Agricultural Min- 
khael Dekel are involved? 


ister Mikhael 
If it should be proven in court that 
settlements were built on land sto- 
len from Arab owners. wQl the 
government be able and willing to 
dismantle those settlements and 
return the land to its owners? The 
answers are as yet unknown. 


Prisons and pardons 


Another project initiated by 
Gush Emunim is the campaign for 
the release of die imprisoned 
members of the anti-Arab ter- 
rorist underground. This also is 
not progressing as well as they 
hoped. Police Minister Bar-Lev 
proposed to President Hertzog 
that pardons be immediately gra- 
nted to 400 prisoners, and to a 
further 2.000 over the next year. 
Bar-Lev claimed that his proposal 
was intended to relieve over- 
crowding in Israeli prisons — 
which is indeed terrible — and 
that it had nothing to do with the 
terrorist underground. But und- 
oubtedly the release of so many 


other prisoners would have served 
as a perfect smokescreen for rel- 
easing most of the Jewish ter- 
rorists. 

President Hertzog however, 
rejected this proposal, and rei- 
terated his position that be would 
not consider any collective par- 
dons, but would decide on each 
case on the basis of its own merits. 
So far he has granted pardons to 
only one of the Jewish terrorists, 
Uri Meir. who had served only a 
few months out of the 30 to which 
he was sentenced. Four other app- 
lications are still being considered 
by Hertzog. 

Meanwhile the state pro- 
secution decided to appeal the 
sentences given to five out of 15 
parolees. This means that no par- 
dons for these five can be con-, 
sidered until the supreme court 
has finished reviewing the cases, 
and also that no new dem- 
onstrations by Gush Emunim 
would be permitted as it would be 
considered sub-judice, until the 
fatal decision by the court 

This development has app- 
arently caused Gush Emunim lea- 
ders to feel that quiet lobbying 
among KMs and Ministers is not 
furthering their campaign fast 
enough. Therefore, they tried to 
schedule a monster demonstration 
in Tel Aviv, which was banned by 
the attorney-general on the gro- 
unds that it too would violate the 
sub-judice principle. 

For this ruling, and for the dec- 
ision to appeal the terrorists' sen-, 
tences — a perfectly natural one. 
considering their lightness — 
attorney-general Zamir was sha- 
rply attacked by Likud ministers 
and right-wing commentators. 
Very clearly, the right-wingers 
consider Z amir to be a “leftist"' 
and treat him accordingly. 

' This was apparent on various 
occasions, but particularly in the 
case of the 1 983 bus hijacking. In 
this case four Palestinians hij- 
acked an Israeli bus. and when the 
bus was re-captured, two hij- 
ackers were killed, and two taken 
captive. The two captives were, 
however, killed tbe same night by 
blows dealt by blunt instruments, 
apparently rifle or pistol butts. 
After military censorship was used 
in an unsuccessful attempt to 
cover up the affair, it lay dormant 
for a year-and-a-half while being 
investigated by a committee, and 
has now burst open.

Duck-billed platypus has a 
6th sense, say scientists

SYDNEY -The duck-billed pla- 
typus, one of the world's oddest

Australia?} scientists say a 
of experiments has shown that fhe 
egg -laying, web-footed mammal 
uses electrical detection to catch 
its fast-moving prey — mainly 
shrimp and frogs — in streams 
along Australia's east coast 
When penlight torch batteries 
and dead shrimp were thrown into 
laboratory tanks, platypuses ign- 
ored the shrimp and snapped up 
the batteries. 

The- platypus, which can stay 
under water for up to five minutes, 
swims with its eyes and ears do- 
sed. and scientists had long won- 
dered how it found its food. 

Analysis of a pickled platypus 
head under an electron mic- 
roscope at West Germany's Dar- 
mstadt University revealed what 
experts believed were receptors 
for electric signals. 

Chris Tide maim, curator of the 
Australian National University 
Zoology Museum, said the dis- 
covery was confirmed in the exp- 
eriments conducted at bis Can- 
berra laboratory. 

“It’s unique, certainly m the 
mammals." said Tidemann. “The 
only other animals with it 
(ehsctro-reception) are fish and a 
few amphibian larvae.” 
Describing the battery- 
and-shrimp experiments, which 
are to be detailed in the British 
magazine Nature. Tidemann said: 


"If you throw it (a battery) in the 
water the platypus will chase it and 
find it. It will take the battery bef- 
ore the dead shrimp every 
time." 

He added that the voltage of 


harterfes was obviously higher 
than that of dead shrimps, hut 
lowering the battery voltages 
showed the platypus' electric det- 
ection sense was acute. 

Tidemann said the animal's abi- 
lity to pick up signals was entirely 
receptive and unrelated to the 
echo- locating abilities of whales 
and bats which send and receive. 

The platypus uses its sensors to 
detect the electricity given off by 
muscle movements. Tidemann 
said. The mammal may also nav- 
igate with the sensors, picking up 
electrical impulses from rotting 
vegetation and some rocks. 

The platypus and the A ustra lian 
spiny anleaier comprise* a pri- 
mitive animal sub-group called 
monotremes — the egg-laying 
ma mm a l s. They are the closest liv- 
ing mammals to reptiles. 

The monotremes are the only 
venomous mammals, with small 
poisonous barbs on their rear 
limbs. They have mammary 
glands but no nipples. 

The platypus also has ret- 
ractable webs on its feet which 
help it swim and burrow. 

When stuffed platypuses were 
sent to Europe in the late 18th 
century, scientists dismissed then 
as a joke perpetrated by a skilled 
Chinese artist who had pieced 
together the parts of various ani- 
mals. 


Fear of AIDS hits West German sex industry

HAMBURG. West Germany — 
Business in parts of West Ger- 
many's once -thriving sex industry 
is being hit by fear of the deadly 
disease AIDS. 

Nowhere is worry about the fin- 
ancial effects of AIDS (Acquired 
Immune Deficiency Syndrome) 
more apparent than in Hamburg’s 
notorious red-light district of St. 
Pauli.. 

The area has more sex clubs and 
bars catering to all kinds of tastes 
than any other town m Europe, 
dub owners say. 

Its renowned main street, the 
Reeperbaho. is a solid neon-lit 
milc(l .5. km) of sex dubs, saunas, 
biptheb. tfiseps and inerkeHers’, 
visited each night by some 40.000 

people. 

More than 3,000 prostitutes ply 
their' trade in bars and

Other establishments, like the- 
Taaga dub. . which attracted men 
and women from all over the cou- 
ntry because it offered audience 
participation in its Eye sex show, 
also mourn the discovery of 
AIDS.

'. The burly barman, who has 
been writing 'in Hamburg's, jsex 
.district for almost 20 years, bel- 


ieves dubs and prostitutes cat- 
ering for more unusual tastes have 
not suffered such a sharp fall in 
income. 

The Herbertstrasse. a 
screened-off backstreet where 
leather-clad girls wearing boots 
and armed with whips and han- 
dcuffs offer physical punishment 
or humiliation to the mas-' 
ochisticaLly inclined, is still well 
patronised. 

The girls, however, refused to 
give details of their business and 
answered with a stream of abuse, 
mainly blaming the press for bad 
publicity. 

The owner of aclub where cou- 
ples can select a ‘friend* who will 
participate in their sex games said: 

"We have noticed that bisexual 
couples are more cautious now. 
The safer sex campaign from the 
U.S, has left hs mark here too. I 
had to install two additional mac- 
hines with condoms." 

UJS. health authorities have 
■advised that use of condoms can 
lower the risk of transmitting 
AIDS. 

Several club owners and man-' 
agers said that in past years a con- 
gress- or industrial fair in the dty 
automatically resulted in long 
nights and full cash registers. 

“Thbsfr days belong to the 
-past”, one dub manager said. 
“We have had two major con- 


gresses since October and they 
went unnoticed.'*' 

Hans-Dieter Thomsen, board 
spokesman for Beate Uhse AG. 
the country’s biggest sex shop 
chain, told Reuters that his bus- 
iness has profited from the AIDS 
scare. 

Condom sales had increased by 
30 per cent in the past new months 
and turnover of “sexy garments' 
had also surged, apparently bec- 
ause men were going less to pro- 
stitutes to satisfy their tastes, he 
said. It is not only in Hamburg that 
sex dub revenues have -plu- 
mmeted. 

A Hamburg newspaper recently 
polled 379 sex- clubs throughout 
the country and found 151 had 
lost up to 60 per cent of their cli- 
entele. One businessman told the 
paper the AIDS scare would force 
him to close at least one of his 
three dubs. 

A police official in the sleepy 
lower saxony town of Hamelin 
said that since the media covered 
AIDS so extensively there were 
hardly any problems with lic- 
ensing hours any more. 

Last year we had to drive aro- 
und the local sex clubs at wee- 
kends to make sure that they were 
dosed by four o’clock in the mor- 
ning. Now they are closed by mid- 
night. he said. 


Nader Khan. 56. holds sway 
over the western end of the 38-km 
pass from his walled compound of 
three houses commanding the 
main road outside the bazaar town 
of 1-andi Kotal.

A kaiashnikov is worth at least 
16.000 rupees (SI. 000). a han- 
dsome sum in the barren pass 
where many people earn only a 
few hundred rupees a month. 

But Nader Khan’s private army, 
or Lashkar. is well versed in tra- 
ditional Pushtun methods’of per- 
suasion: "If .someone does nbt 
give up hift.“gun voTiinjprily. i$e 


l ashkar will burn down his 
house." 

He compared Pakistanis who 
accept Afghan guns to the tur- 
ncoats that Genghis Khan. 12th- 
century Mongol conquerer of cen- 
tral Asia, used as a fifth column in 
cities he was preparing to sack. 

"Genghis Kban used to kill the 
people who helped him take over 
;t city." said Nader Khan. "When 
the Russians come here, men like 
Wali Khan will be the first they 
kill." 

W;ili Khan, tail and stubble- 
bearded. laughed off his rival's 
dire warnings with another history 
lesson. 

"Pakistan was only made in 
J 947. hut we trihats have our own 
history." he said. “We and the 
A fghans share the same blood, the 
same language, the same religion 
and style of living.'* 

He raised a Lashkar last year to 
campaign for greater tribal rights 
and against the Pakistani cra- 
ckdown on the drug trade. 

When his campaign began dra- 
wing thousands of trihesmen to 
antt-gdvernment rallies. Isl- 
amabad responded in March by 
wheeling in 1 55mm artillery and 
blowing away most of his house 
near Jamrud at the eastern end of 
the pass. 

In contrast to Landi Komi, 
where drugs are no longer openly 
sold in the alleys of the crowded 
bazaar, pushers in Jamrud bring 
heavy lumps of opium and hashish 
right to buyers* cars. 

Wali Khan says he will lake 
guns from Kabul as long as Afg- 
han rebels are armed by" Pakistan 
and the United States. 

Wali Khan says Soviet forces 
might cross the border for pre- 
emptive strikes against the relrels 
on Pakistani territory. 

" We feel the war will come to us 
because of them." he said. "At 
fii>t we thought the Mujahideen 
(Islamic warriors) were good peo- 
ple but now 99 per cent of till tri- 
hals are against them." 

An official in Peshawar, capital 
of Pakistan's northwest frontier 
province, claimed the bribes 
Kabul pays in the pass are much 
better than Islamabad's. “There is 
no way we can match what they 
are paying." he said. 

Instead, he added. Pakistan is 
betting on the Pashtuns' tra- 
ditional rivalries to fight the battle 
for it. 

“Two kings cannot rule in one 
kingdom. Wali Khan used to be 
the king, hut he has a lot of com-, 
petition now.” .

SEVERAL complaints have been beard from readers over the 
efficiency, or lack of, regarding postal services in Jordan. 
More and more incidents are taking place suefa as that of small 
parcels being “lost.” Another involved a “missed” cassette 
carrying a verbal message from a friend. 

Some people also complain that they had to bear the “sar- 
casm” of employees at the post office. 

“ Why bother to send such small items from far away pla- 
ces... you people are funny sometimes,” they were told. 

Moreover, a company manager says that whenever he rec- 
eives diaries, calendars or advertisement material he is asked 
at tiie post office to “distribute” some of .the ' items to the 
employees at the counter. 

Considering the complaints, I thought it would be a good 
idea to put the minister of communications in the picture, and 
$ 0 1 did. In a recent meeting with the minister, Muheyddin AI 
Hnsseini, I told him people are concerned more than any time 
before, as most of them expect gifts for Christmas, to make 
sure they received “their” airmailed parcels. 

The minister was very cooperative. As an immediate mea- 
sure he ordered some of his “best employees” to move to the 
parcels department in order to regulate the handling of par- 
cels. 

The minister even told me that he will personally inspect the 
process, especially in the days before Christmas, to make sure 
everything is in order. 

Anyhow, departments affiliated with the ministry will soon 
be moving to a new building and the centralisation will allow a 
better control by the minister on all departments, he said, 
voicing concern to ensure good handling of Che mail, coupled 
with proper contact between post office employees and cus- 
tomers. 

Good news folks, Jordan will soon implement, just like 
major countries in the world, a mechanisation process for its 
mail.

TOKYO (AP) Italy’s Juventus won the Toyota 
Cup by beating South American Champions Arg- 
entines Juniors 4-2 on penalty kicks Sunday after the 
two teams battled to a 2-2 tie in the regulation 90 
minutes and 30 minutes of extra time. 


The Turin-based Juventus liec- 
ame the fust European team to 
win the Toyota Cup since J 980. 
when the home-and-away com- 
petition was altered to a one- 
match contest in Japan, a neutral 
site. 

Ail the goals were scored in the 
second half of regulation time. 

Juventus was powered - by 
French virtuoso Michel Platini. 
30. who scored his team's first goal 
on a penalty and assisted in the 
other. Platini, who also kicked in 
the clinching shot when each ream 
was given five panalry shots to dec- 
ide the game, was selected most 
valuable player and given a Toy- 
ota car. 

The Toyota Cup. emblematic of 
the world's best dub soccer team, 
adds to a Juventus trophy col- 
lection that also includes ■ the 
UEFA Cup. the European Cup 
Winners' Cup and the European 
Super Cup. Juventus currently Ls 
headed fox an unprecedented 
22nd Italian league victory. 

“I am proud that we played such 
a good game of international soc- 
cer here, although our game at 
Brussels was unfortunate." Platini 
said. When Juventus defeated 
Liverpool for the European Cha- 
mpions Cup in May at the Heysel 


Stadium, one of the worst soccer 
riots in hfetory left at least 39 peo- 
ple dead. 

“The Argentinians played very 
well, especially the centre (Cla- 
udio Borghi).” Platini added. 

Playing before 62.000 spe- 
ctators at Tokyo's National Sta- 
dium. Argentinos and Juventus 
started slowly and cautiously, try- 
ing to measure each other and 
apparently affected by a wet pitch 
from an overnight ram.

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Latin American nations agree 
to seek unity for GATT talks 


CARACAS (R) — I-atjn Ame- 
rican nations have agreed to seek a 
united stance at GATT trade taiiw: 
next year to strengthen the reg- 
ion's bargaining power, offiaais at 
a conference of die Latin Ame- 
rican Economic System (SELA) 
said. 

“We have a basic agreement on 
trade winch sets the stage for coo- 
rdinating (die) Latin American 
position in the GATT,” Mr. Mig- 
uel Rodriguez, director of the 
25-nation SELA. said Saturday. 

He said Latin American cou- 
ntries would discuss detailed trade 
issues at meetings next year to be 
called by SELA before the GATT 
(General Agreement on Tariffs 
and Trade) talks. 

Trade issues and the region's 
$360 billion public debt dom- 
inated a two-day ministerial mee- 
ting last weekend which marked 
the )0th anniversary of the fou- 
nding of SELA. 

Delegates Friday night also fin- 
alised a “Caracas declaration.” 
which attacks industrial nations 
for failing to honour GATT ■acc- 
ords on open markets. 

The declaration also for the first 
time at regional level endorses 


retaliatory measures against cou- 
ntries that Mode Latin American 
exports. 

Cuban Vice-President Carlos 
Rafael Rodriguez, who took over 
the presidency of SELA for one 
year, told reporters the meeting 
agreed to fully analyse pro- 
tectionism. 

The declaration reaffirmed 
Latin America's assertion that the 
public' debt problem is apolitical 
one and that creditor nations and 
multilateral finandtfl institutions 
must assume full responsibility for 
solutions. 

In an indirect reference to the 
so-called Baker plan, the dec- 
laration said it would be una- 
cceptable to add long-term World 
Bank conditionality to short-term 
loan conditions applied by the Int- 
ernational Monetary Fund (IMF). 

The U.S. plan seeks to combine 
$20 billion in new commercial 
bank lending with additional 
World Bank loans for dev- 
elopment. 

Continuing economic adj- 
ustment by debtor states is a key 
part of die plan. 

Conference officials said agr- 
eementon the declaratm had been 


delayed by differences between 
Brazil, which opposes a U.S. pro- 
posal to include services and inv- 
estments on the GATT agenda, 
and. Chile. 

Brazil has the most restrictive 
policy on foreign investment 
among major Latin American nat- 
ions. 

It fears that the opening of its 
markets to services would let in a 
flood of foreign investment in 
areas such as banking, computers 
and telecommunications. 

Chile, backed by Jamaica and 
Barbados, argued that the issue of 
services need not kept off the 
GATT agenda. 

Agreement was readied in art- 
.ide nine of the declaration, which 
said: 

“We denounce the systematic 
failure by industrial nations to 
comply with multilateral obl- 
igations and are concerned at eff- 
orts to indude items outside 
GATT’s competence such as ser- 
vices. investments and intellectual 
property.’*'- 

The conference agreed to hold a 
high-level meeting next year to 
discuss further the issue of ser- 
vices. the officials said. 


Import ban enrages Pakistanis 

KARACHI (R) — Pakistanis arriving at Karachi airport smashed 
radios and other goods in protest ai new government import bans, 
customs officials said Sunday. They said customs seized electric, 
electronic and doth goods worth hundreds of thousands of dollars 
after they were banned without warning last Thursday. The da- 
mpdown. which applies to all Pakistanis retiiraing from less than six 
months abroad, has led to furious arguments between customs off- 
icials and travellers unaware of die new regulations.

Yeutter stresses 
need for more 

coordination 

StUTTGART. West Germany 
(R) — U.S. trade representative. 
Mr. Clayton Yeutter said Sat- 
urday that industrialised countries 
should try harder to harmonise 
their policies to help stabilise exc- 
hange rates and achieve economic 
balance. 

Mr. Yeutter. in a wide-ranging 
news conference, mentioned the 
massive U.S. budget deficit and 
West Germany’s record trade sur- 
plus as reflections of divergent 
policies which he said had caused a 
great deal ■ of economic dis- 
equilibrium. 

“We need to have finance min- 
isters, central bankers and trade 
ministers spend a lot more' time 
discussing each other’s policies 
and attempting to reach greater 
convergence," he said. 

Such coordination would help 
make exchange rates less volatile 
and “sustain an' economic :eriv- 
ironment that is at least a ‘little 
closer to equilibrium than what 
has prevailed in recent years.” 

He said West European cou- 
ntries should consider policies to 
generate economic growth and 
create jobs, primarily through 
changes in taxation policy and 
welfare programmes rather titan 
through major government spe- 
nding drives. 

These policies would in turn str- 
engthen the value of West Eur- 
opean currencies against the dol- 
lar. Mr. Yeutter said. 

Mr. Yeutter said pressure from 
Congress for protectionist leg- 
islation in the United States had 
eased substantially in the past 90 
days in response to the fall in the 
dollar’s value against other major 
currencies and what he said were 
improvements in a whole number 
of existing trade laws. 


U.S. businessmen start 
trade talks in Moscow 


MOSCOW (R) - U.S. Com- 
merce Secretary Malcolm Bal- 
drige arrived in Moscow Sunday 
for trade talks, accompanied by a 
large group of businessmen enc- 
ouraged by the improved East- 
West climate after last month's 
I- Geneva summit. 

Some 150 businessmen tra- 
velled with him on a special Pan 
Am charter flight from New York, 
in itself symbolic of better rel- 
ations since direct air links bet- 
ween the Soviet Union and United- 
States have been cut for the past 
six years. They are to resume on a 
regular basis next year. 

A further 250 businessmen 
were already here for four days of 
talks starting formally Monday on 
expanding trade. 

The visit is the first major 
U.S.-Soviet contact -since the 
summit between President Rea- 
gan and Soviet leader. Mr. Mik- 
hail Gorbachev, last month. 

It was scheduled before the 
summit but a council spokesman 
said the U.S. delegation was big- 
ger than first planned because of 
the good atmosphere created in 
Geneva. 

It takes place under the auspices 
of the U.S.-USSR Trade and Eco- 


nomic Council, a grouping of pri- 
vate U-S- firms and Soviet state 
trading bodies. 

tn a brief airport statement Mr. 
Baidrige said the council was a 
“good building block for the fut- 
ure" while a council spokesman 
said the businessmen wanted to 
make the most of the “new wave 
of optimism and new political cli- 
mate" after Geneva. 

The businessmen, representing 
over 150 firms, wfil discuss pos- 
sible new contracts with officials 
from some 130 Soviet org- 
anisations. 

Mr. Baidrige was last here in 
May to resume gdvenunent- 
to-govemment trade negotiations 
frozen because of tensions over 
the 1979 Soviet intervention in 
Afghanistan and the imposition of 
martial law in Poland 

U.S. officials raid he was exp- 
ected to meet Soviet leaders, inc- 
luding new Foreign Trade Min- 
ister Boris Aristov and possibly 
Mr. Gorbachev. 

Last year Washington had a 
large trade surplus with Moscow, 
exporting $33' billion worth of 
goods, mostly grain, and imp- 
orting products worth only $350 
million. 


Arab Gulf states plan 
higher tariffs on imports 


DOHA (R) — Gulf Arab states 
are considering higher tariffs for 
imported products which are also 
produced locally. Saudi Arabian 
Industry and Electricity Minister 
Abdul Aziz Abdullah Al Zana el 
said Sunday. 

Sheikh Zamel. in Doha for a 
two-day conference of ind- 
ustrialists from seven Gulf Arab 
states, said the step was among 
measures under consideration to 
protect local industries. 

“ We are not contemplating pro- 
tectionist measures in the real 
sense... but. rather among other 
measures, to impose higher tariffs 
on imports that are produced in 
the region.” he told reporters at 
the end of the opening session. He 
did not elaborate. 

The conference is organised by 
the seven-member .Doha-based 
Gulf Organisation for Industrial 
Consulting which groups Bahrain. 
Kuwait. Iraq, titar. Oman. Saudi 
Arabia and the United Arab Emi- 
rates. 

In his opening address. Sheikh 
Zamel urged the big industrial 


:rs. apparently the United 
itates anti European nations, to 
“change their view towards the 
Gulf market and industries and to 
become our industrial and not 
only commercial partners." 

Sheikh Zamel also urged them 
to stop putting hurdles in die way 
of Gulf industries, in apparent ref- 
erence to Europe's 13-5 per cent 
tamf on Saudi petrochemical 
sales, an issue which has soured 
trade relations between the Gulf 
states and the European Com- 
munity. 

Saudi Arabia and other Gulf 
states want free access for their 
petrochemical products to the 
industrialised world but this has 
worried producers in Europe and 
the United States who fear their 
industries will suffer. 

Other speakers at the opening 
session stressed the need for fur- 
ther industrial cooperation among 
the Gulf Arab states and for “chc^ 
eking dumping on our markets 'Fy 
foreign competitors.” . 

They also stressed the role of 
the private sector in promoting 
industrial development. 


Pravda says U.S. sales 
may destabilise oil market 

MOSCOW (R) — The Soviet Communist Party daily Pravda said 
Sunday the United States was selling around 1 . 1 million barrels of its 
crude oil reserves a day and that this might destabilise the world 
market 

An article, coinciding with a ministerial meeting in Geneva of the- 
Organisation of Petroleum Exporting Countries (OPEC), said the oil 
market had stabilised after a steady drop in prices since 1 982 thanks 
to an effort to coordinate and limit supply. 

The U.S. action “could have a negative effect on this process.” it 
said. 

~ It also accused “certain Western circles” of trying to exploit dif- 
ferences of opinion within OPEC and to undermine the organisation 
from within through speculation. 


Egypt considers gradual 
currency rates unification 


CAIRO (R) — Prime Minister Ali Lutfi has said his 
government plans to abolish gradually Egypt’s 
multi-tiered foreign exchange system and to set a 
unified price for the Egyptian pound against the 
U.S. dollar. 


“I realise that the existence of 
three different exchange rates is 
not practical and causes us many 
problems and difficulties esp- 
ecially with investors Mr. Lutfi 
said in a televised discussion on 
the economy Saturday night. 

_ “We are in all honesty con- 
sidering a unified dollar rate and 
this will be done gradually." Mr. 
Lutfi added. 

Mr. Lutfi said the unified price 
would be set between the official 
floating rate, now about 1 35 pou- 
nds to the dollar, and the black 
market rate of 1 .80 to the dollar. 

The official floating exchange 
rate was introduced in January to 
cover worker remittances, inv- 
estment. tourism and most non- 


official business. 

For official transactions, the 
Egyptian pound is officially val- 
ued at 83 piastres to the dollar and 
there is also an official book- 
keeping rate of 70 piastres to the 
dollar. 

A unified exchange rate would 
in effect mean a de-facto dev- 
aluation of the Egyptian currency. 

Strong rumours of a possible 
flotation in September sent the 
Egyptian pound to record lows on 
the black market, traditionally the 
main source of hard currency for 
importers. 

Mr. Lutfi said the rate of J .80 
pounds to the dollar on the free 
market was unusual and was cau- 
sed by heavy demand for dollars 


from Egyptians travelling abroad. 

Western bankers said they exp- 
ected the unified rate to be set at 
around 1 .50 pounds to the dollar.' 

Mr. Lutfi said he hoped that a 
unified rate would encourage 
more remittances from expatriate 
workers, whose transfers have 
dwindled in the past year. 

Egypt is also feeling the pinch 
from declining earnings from oil 
exports and tourism. 

The 000007*5 main creditors, 
the United States and the Int- 
ernational Monetary Fund (IMF) 
have urged Egypt to take urgent 
measures to revise its foreign exc- 
hange system and cut generous 
subsidies on basic foods and com- 
modities. 

Egypt’s foreign debt has been 
put tty Egyptian officials at just 
over $24 billion but the IMF est- 
imates it at $30 bflUon. 

Egyptian officials say the dis- 
crepancy stems from the different 
exchange rates used in cal- 
culations. 


Belgrade reforms currency laws 


BELGRADE (R) — Yugoslavia 
has passed key legislation to ref- 
orm its foreign exchange system as 
part of plans to stabilise its debt-' 
burdened economy. 

Parliament approved three laws 
on Friday night which oblige exp- 
orting companies to funnel all 
their hard currency earnings into a 
reestablished inter-bank foreign 
exchange market from next 
month. 

The laws assert stronger federal 
control over the hard currency 
earnings of Yugoslav firms by abo- 
lishing their rights to bold foreign 
currency bank accounts and to 
retain a portion of their hard cur- 
rency eamings. 

There was an outcry when the 
government proposed the reforms 
earlier this year. Two major exp- 
orting regions. Slovenia and Cro- 
atia. which are relatively pro- 


sperous, initially vetoed the draft 
legislation. 

Supporters of the laws Sunday 
bailed the move as a victory for 
market-oriented forces and said it 
would lead in the long term to a 
more competitive export per- 
formance. 

The government is trying to 
promote an export-led recovery to 
service a $19 million hard cur- 
rency debt. 

With the dinar falling daily aga- 
inst major currencies, letting 
companies keep a substantial pro- 
portion of their hard currency 
earnings has led to large-scale 
unofficial currency trading among 
firms, and widespread financial 
speculation. 

Full details of the new leg- 
islation have yet to be published, 
but it is known that exporting 
firms will have to hand over imm- 


ediately all their hard currency 
earnings for dinars at the daily 
exchange rate. 

Exporting firms will be able to 
buy back foreign exchange for 
their import needs, but if a com- 
pany fans to reach export targets 
its foreign exchange allocation for 
imports will be reduced by the 
amount of the shortfall. 

The government sees ree- 
stablishing a functioning foreign 
exchange market as a step towards 
the dinar’s becoming folly con- 
vertible. 

Borba. the official daily new- 
spaper of the ruling league of 
communists, said Sunday the new 
laws would end the “territorial 
enclosure” of hard currency cau- 
sed by firms within any one of 
Yugoslavia's six -constituent: rep- 
ublics trading in currency only 
with companies from the same 
republic. 


Platinum outshines silver, gold 


LONDON (R) - With gold and 
silver prices bogged down by ove- 
rsupply and high interest rates, 
platinum is- taking over asthe bri- 
ghtest investment prospect among 
precious metals, analysts say. 

Precious metals prices have 
slumped since the heady days of 
1980. because high interest rates 
and low inflation have made other 
investments appear more att- 
ractive. 

While gold and silver remain in 
the doldrums, platinum earlier 
this month readied its highest 
level for 16 months on world bul- 
lion markets touching $356 an 
ounce. 

Most analysts said they exp- 
ected platinum to turn in the str- 
ongest performance of the three 
metals over the next few months 
and sQver the worst 

Platinum prices have been boo- 
sted by tight supplies and fears of 
disruption to supplies from strife- 
tom South Africa. 

“Platinum has a high exposure 
to South Africa. Eighty per cent of 
the western world’s production 


comes from South Africa,” said 
Mr. Alan Davison of London tra- 
ders Shearson Lehman Brothers. 

While gold would rerhairi in the 
$300-$350 range in the near fut- 
ure and silver might slip below $6 
an ounce, platinum prices would 
rise, he predicted. 

“Platinum has been leading the 
way for the past six weeks. In the 
first quarter of next year we will 
see a sustained recovery," said 
another analyst who asked not to 
be named. 

Despite lower interest rates and 
a slumping dollar, factors which 
normally support gold, the metal 
has not managed to break out of 
its recent narrow range of $300 to 
$330. 

“Gold is doing appallingly 
badly considering what has hap- 
pened to interest rates and the dol- 
lar.” Mr. Davison said. 

Although around 60 per cent of 
the West's gold is produced in' 
South Africa, fears of disruption 
there have not had the same effect 
as in the platinum market. Mr. 
Davison said. 


This was because central banks 
housed supplies of gold bullion 
equal to 40 years of South African 
•production, he said. 

The market had also been flo- 
oded by heavy bullion sales from 
South Africa and the Soviet 

In a market bogged down by 
chronic oversupply, analysts pre- 
dicted a bleak future for silver pri- 
ces. 

“Silver's horrible.” said Ms. 
Rhona O'Connell, an analyst with 
commodity traders Rudolf Wolff. 
“There are three years of ind- 
ustrial consumption sitting above 
the ground.” 

A recent report by Shearson 
Lehman Brothers said investors 
were increasingly treating silver as 
a base rather than a precious 
* metal. 

Silver coinage was at the heart 
of the world's monetary system 
until the late 19th century, but the 
metal's value is now increasingly 
determined by demand in less 
glamorous uses ranging from fuse 
wire to X-ray plates.

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Filipino opposition hopes fade 
for united challenge to Marcos 

Aquino, Laurel fail to agree qn compromise 


MANILjl (R) — Former Senator Salvador Laurel 
parted politically Sunday from Corazon Aquino, 
widow of ^nurdered opposition leader Benigno Aqu- 
ino, throwing up the prospect of a divided challenge 
to President Ferdinand Marcos in elections set for 
next February. 


At a crowded press conference 
thai bad been expected to ann- 
ounce Mr. Laurel would take the 
vice-presidential slot on a ticket 
headed by Mrs. Aquino, he said 
she had hacked off joint candidacy 
at the last minute and refused to 
run under the banner of his United 
Nationalist Democratic Org- 
anisation (UNIDO). 

Mr. Laurel. 57. said they would 
now run for president separately. 

He said that after agreeing on 
Thursday to a joint UNIDO tic- 
ket. Mrs. Aquino had “for und- 
isclosed reasons, suddenly cha- 
nged her mind and refused to run 
as a L?NIDO candidate." 

Mr. Laurel added: “This leaves 
me no choice but to decline her 
offer to run as her vice-president 
... without further ado I am the- 
refore filing my certificate of can- 
didacy for the presidency of our 
republic tomorrow." 

His announcement came as a 
surprise to many opposition lea- 
ders who were counting on a uni- 
ted ticket to challenge Mr. Mar- 
cos. They also saw Mrs. Aquino as 
a vote-catching balance to Mr. 
Laurel, who they say is distrusted 


by many voters largely because of 
past family associations with Mr. 
Marcos. 

“Cory" Aquino. 52, who ann- 
ounced her own candidacy on 
Tuesday, issued a short statement 
denying that she had agreed to run 
on a UNIDO ticket. 

She said: “The statement of Mr. 
Laurel that Mrs. Aquino agreed to 
run under the UNIDO banner is 
not correct. The truth is she agr- 
eed to run under a UNI DO-La ban 
banner but that was not acc- 
eptable to Mr. Laurel." 

Laban — Filipino For Fight — is 
the acronym of the party which 
adopted Mrs. Aquino as its can- 
didate. It was also the name of her 
husband’s party. 

She summoned an urgent mee- 
ting of her allies, among them 
many influential political leaders 
who had drafted her as their 
standard-bearer in the fight aga- 
inst Mr. Marcos, in power for 20 
year*. 

Later. Mrs. Aquino said that to 
get over the legal otatacles that 
Mr. Laurel had posed — basically 
that they would have to register 
as candidates of the same party —

Chmese leader predicts 
quiet protest anniversary 


Mugabe says Pretoria 
massing troops on border 


PEKING (R) — A concerted 
campaign by lop Chinese gov- 
ernment officials appears to have 
defused student protests critical of 
some aspects of Communist Party 
political reforms. 

President Li Vianniun Sunday 
predicted that the anniversary 
Monday of 1 930s student protests 
against Japanese expansionism 
would tie quiet and Western dip- 
lomats said plans for unofficial 
student rallies appear to have 
been abandoned. 

Rcporiers asked Mr. Li utout 
ihe anniversaiy as he wanted to 
greet Kampuchean guerrilla coa- 
lition leaders including Prince 
Sihanouk. 

“It is not very important. It will 
Ik: quiet.” he said. 

Student sources say unofficial 
rallies were originally planned for 
Monday to protest against Jap- 
anese trading practices and dom- 
estic problems including inflation 
and official corruption. 

Communist Parry leaders in 
Peking and elsewhere have held 
numerous meetings with student 
leaders to try to head off the unr- 
est and make sure com- 
memorative events are strictly 
controlled by the party. 

Western diplomats said all plans 


for unofficial gatherings Monday 
appeared to have been abandoned 
because of the immense pressure 
put on students. 

University students in Peking. 
Xian and Chengdu held unofficial 
demonstrations in September and 
October, mixing anti- Japanese 
slogans with protests against food 
price rises and official corruption. 

Foreign student sources said all 
was quiet Sunday at Peking Uni- 
versity which has been the centre 
of student unrest in the capital. 
Official meetings to com- 
memorate Dec. 9 were in pro- 
gress. the sources said. 

Western diplomats said the stu- 
dent unrest was of great sig- 
nificance and concern to the 
Communist Party because it is the 
first lime criticism of state policies 
has been aired publicly since the 
“democracy wair period of 1 979. 

Official press reports indicaie 
some studenLs have attacked the 
open-door economic policies of 
Oiinese leader Deng Xiaoping as 
leading to problems. 

A letter published Sunday by 
the Peking Daily and signed by

versity” said: “We are certain that 
with the parly's leadership the

HARARE (R) — Zimbabwean 
Prime Minister Robert Mugabe 
said South African troops were 
mussing near the border between 
the two countries but his gov- 
ernment was prepared to ward off 
any invasion. 

Mr. Mugabe, back Sunday from 
visits to the Soviet Union and Aus- 
tria. (old a news conference the 
build-up of Pretoria's forces sta- 
rted after a series of land-mine 
explosions near the frontier two 
week ago.

DHAKA (R) — South Asian lea- 
ders hailed a new era of peace and 
friendship among them when their 
first summit ended Sunday. 

The leaders of Bangladesh. 
Bhutan, India, the Maldives. 
Nepal. Pakistan and Sri Lanka 
pledged in a Dhaka declaration to 
work together for peace and tra- 
nquillity in a region where one- 
fifth of the world's people Hve. 

Adopting a charter which for- 
mally launched the South Asian 
Association for Regional Coo- 
peration (SAARQ the seven lea- 
ders — two hereditary kings, two 
mil itaiy presidents, two elected 
presidents and an elected prime 
minister — said a new dawn had 
broken over the turbulent region. 

The two-day summit was foe 
first time leaders of the region had 
met since the Indian sub- 
continent was partitioned at the 
end of British rule 38 years ago 

The final session was preceded 
by a four-hour river cruise on foe 
paddle steamer Ostrich during 
which they put foe final touches to 
foe SAARC charter and Dhaka 
declaration, which formalised an 
idea proposed nearly five years 
ago. 

Bangladesh President Hossain 
Mohammad Ershad. host and cha- 
irman of foe summit said in a con- 
cluding speech which included a 
poem that foe word SAARC was 
now part of the world’s voc- 
abulary. 

“It marks foe beginning of a 
new era of mutual cooperation in 
our region." Gen. Ershad said. 

Other leaders described the 


results of the summit as an historic 
turning point for better relations 
on the sub-continent. 

Several warned in their final 
speeches that much still needed to 
be done to turn words into deeds 
and hinted that some tough neg- 
otiating went, on during foe mee- 
ting. . 

“As the conference comes to a 
dose with nearly all of us satisfied 
with what we have been able to 
achieve so far. I wonder how pos- 
terity will judge the work we have 
done." King Birendra of Nepal 
said. 

Sri Lankan President Junius 
Jayewardenc. who surprised the 
opening session Saturday by cal- 
ling on its largest member.

described the world's latest reg- 
ional grouping as a “ship” seat 
into foe storm of life.

The players were late in getting 
started and South, Sam Smith of 
Newton, Mass,, intended opening 
the bidding with one diamond. 

To hi* horror, be heard himself 
say: “One heart.” After his partner 


had responded one spade, he could 
think of no way to bid the band 
without getting himself into more 
trouble, so he tried a rebid of oat 
no trump in the hope that his part- 
ner would be wealdsb and pass. 
Matters did not improve when bis 
partner jumped to four hearts. 
West’s double, followed by North’s 
redouble, turned the whole auction 
into a nightmare, but there was no 
place to go, so Smith decided to 
stick it put. 

West led his singleton dub honor. 
Declarer won in hand and led a low 
trump, on which West played low. 
Dummy’s ten won. and declarer 
returned to hand with the king of 
spades to lead another trump. 

There was no point to following 
with a low trump to this trick, so 
West won the king and exited with 
his low trump, won in dummy. The 
diamond finesse lost to West’s 
queen. He drew the last trump, but 
that was it for the defense— de- 
clarer had all suits under control, 
and the rest of the tricks were his. 

Instead of the zero he had been 
expecting. South ended up with a 
top score thanks to the double. The 
usual contract was three no trump 
which, when dedarer brought in the 
whole dub suit with a finesse of the 
nine, usually yielded ten tricks if 
the opponents cashed out when 
they got in with a diamond. 


! MANAGUA. Nicaragua (AP) — 
Since a state of national eme- 
rgency was declared this fall, the 
leftist Sandinista government has 
, intensified censorship and ext- 
ended it from the news media to 
1 virtually all publications. 

Censorship now includes pub- 
lications by foe Roman Catholic 
Church, human rights watchdog 
groups and opposition political 
parties. 

On Oct. 1 5, the Sandinista gov- 
ernment tightened state security 
with a decree suspending virtually 
all individual guarantees. One of 
foe new regulations was that any 
organisation outside the gov- 
ernment wanting to make any sta- 
tement public must first submit it 
to the censorship bureau. 

The bureau, called the Office 
For Communications Media, is 
headed by a Sandinista militant 
named Nelba B lan don. who holds 
foe rank of army captain. 

Government spokesmen cla- 
imed they needed foe special ernes- 
rgency powers to combat a Un- 
supported insurgency. 

The same day foe government 
issued that decree, troops entered 
foe office of a monthly magazine 
called “Iglesia" or “Church” 
which is part of foe archbishopric 
of Managua. 

Al I employees were evicted, the 
doors sealed, closed and even 
Cardinal Miguel Obando Y 
Bravo, foe Archbishop of Man- 
agua. has not been permitted to 
enter it since. Like most other pre- 
lates. Obando Y Bravo has been a 
strong critic of foe government. 

Soon after that, com- 


munications media agents dressed 
in military uniform entered the 
church station Radio Catolica and 
prevented it from broadcasting 
homilies by Obando Y Bravo from 
a pilgrimage he made around the 
country. 

The cardinal also still must 
submit his Sunday sermons for 
censorship if he wants them bro- 
adcast. 

Government spokesman have 
accused the church leadership of 
being “conservative” or “rea- 
ctionary.” But foe latest steps also 
have affected leftist critics of the 
Nandinistas as well. 

The Communist and Socialist 
Parties as well as the far-left mov- 
ement for popular Marxist- 
Leninist action have charged that 
foe government in an attempt to 
halt their bulletins and periodicals 
has denied them foreign exchange 
needed to purchase paper and ink 
from abroad. 

. The independent Human 
Rights Commission of Nicaragua, 
which during the long rule by the 
rightist Somoza dynasty often 
denounced abuses against the 
then-guerrilla Sandinisias, now 
has teen told it must submit its 
monthly bulletin to foe gov- 
ernment for censorship. 

“.As we always have beat ind- 
ependent and we search for ways 
that human rights might be res- 
pected. we now also publish the 
denunciations that they are pre- 
sented to our offices by Nic- 
araguan citizens who believe the- 
mselves persecuted.” Lino Her- 
nandez. the commission’s dir- 
ector, said in an interview. 


During the final years of the 
Somoza rule before the S an- 
ti inis tas overthrew foe dynasty in 
J 979,' foe commission’s office was 
assaulted by bis agents and mat- 
erial confiscated. 

Hernandez said the com- 
mission’s bulletin, however, never 
has been submitted for censorship 
to any Nicaraguan administration 
during more than 20 years in exi- 
stence. 

He said Ms. B I an don told him 
on Nov. 14 that it must now be 
censored. “CapL Blandon told me 
that I had until Nov. IS to submit 
the bulletin for that month for 
censorship, and not doing so 
would bring consequences,” he 
said. 


"‘We have the impression feat 
the government wants to close the 
small spaces of liberty that still 
remain in Nicaragua by not per- 
mitting criticism in any way." he 
said. 

The October bulletin of foe 
commission listed 78 detentions, 
mostly people from northern Nic- 
aragua where combat is heaviest 
between Sandinista forces and foe 
Contra rebels.

“Repression has been felt most 
against foe Catholic church and 
the opposition political parties, 
since in foe month of November 
atone we received more than 200 
denunciations of indiscriminate 
arrests throughout the country, 
without the fate of those arrested 
being known,” Hernandez said.

Publisher Jaime Chamorro rec- 
ently sought an injunction from 
foe appeals court in Managua, say- 
ing that Ms. Blandon threatened 
the daily’s editors with jail if they 
continued to provide copies of 
censored material to foreign dip- 
lomats and correspondents. 

Since 1982. La Prensa has been 
closed by foe government on four 
occasions, including foe two days 
this weekend, and on .28 other 
oocasstons has chosen not to pub- 
lish in protest of what it felt was 
censorship of the majority of its 
news.
